Lower figure: Living adult & in its natural position, as viewed from 
the rear. Right antenna visible tucked along side of the thorax, beneath 
wings. Length of forewing, from base to tip is 24 mm. This species norm- 
ally rests on litter or near the ground among dead leaves; thus, the wings 
are held up at rest rather than appressed to the substrate. The uplifted 
wings cast a shadow as do the variously twisted and bent dead leaves. 
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
